It was learned later that the board of directors of the American Legion nad 
meet to see what should be'done as they had received complaints as to the renting 
of their hall to Ihe John Birch Society. At the regular monthly meeting cf the 
Legion on Nov. 7, with an attendance larger then usual, a resolution passed that 
forbids the renting of their nail to The John Birch Society for any more public 
programs. As usual many false accusations were made and nothing substantial was 
offered to warrant the actions. With the American Legion National Headquarters 
action program and that of The John Birch Society together on so many issues it 
seems an oddity that this would happen especially after their own publication 
Legion Firing Line told of The California Senate Factfinding Subcommittee or. Un- 
American Activities Report released or. June 12, 1963 after a two year study had 
this to say:

For many years ending in the summer of 1963, Professor Louis Budenz wrote a 
weekly column for the Catholic press analyzing the current Communist line on the 
basis of authentic Communist publications.

A New York Times dispatch from Moscow said: "Soviet officials had been badly 
stung by reports that the President's assassin had Cbmmunist connections." Antici 
pating that, when Americans realized the truth that our President had been killed 
by a Communist who had spent two and one-half years in the Soviet Union, our 
citizens would awaken to the internal threat, Moscow's PRAVDA immediately charged 
that the assassination was the result of "fascist-minded forces, the ultra-Right- 
wing ... plotting against any step leading to an international detente." 

Frantic to dissociate itself from Lee Harvey Oswald, the U. S. Communist Part 
issued a statement which claimedJ "All the history of our Party proves that such 
acts of violence and terror are diametrically the opposite of the policy and 
program of the Communist Party. Nobody who teaches or practices acts of terror an 
violence is allowed to be a member of the Communist Party. As a basic tenet ::a 
reject such practices." 

This is as big a lie as the Red allegation that "hate" and "Right-wing extrem 
ists" killed Kennedy. The Communist conspiracy has always advocated violence as 
a political instrument. In Munich, Germany, Bogdan Stashinsky, the Soviet agent 
who murdered the Ukrainian underground leader Stepan Bandera, testified that he 
himself had received intensive training as a KGB (Societ secret service) killer of 
anti-Communist leaders in the West. Targets of a special corps of killers, he 
testified, were "high level leaders in the United States and England." 

After Kennedy's assassin was killed by Jack Rudy, the Reds intensified their 
barrage against anti-Communists. The official East German news agency (ADN) eharg 
ed that Oswald was shot to cover up an anti-Comunist plot. In an effort to anti¬ 
cipate and forestall American reaction to the fact that Oswald was active in the 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee, PRAVDA charged that Americans are indulging in 
"anti-Soviet and anti-Cuban hysteria." The Czechoslovakian Communist newspaper 
RUDE PRAVO reported that "the designer of the assassination of President Kennedy 
must be sought elsewhere than in Oswald — namely, in the circles of the Arne:ican 
ultra-reaction." 

In the November 26th issue of THE ./ORKER, the Reds propelled tne lie that 
President Kennedy died as a direct result of "an atmosphere of hate" created by 
anti-Cbmmunists. We had a striking demonstration of how the Red line is picked 
up and repeacted by well-meaning non-Communists when a Supreme Court Justice said 
that Kennedy was martyred by "bigots," a U. S. Senator blamed "Right-wingers'' 
and "hatred," and a prominent professor laid the blame on "hate" and "extremists.' 1 
In spite of the disclosure that Oswald had boasted that he had also tried to ass¬ 
assinate General Edwin V/alker, this "hate" refrain continues. On November 2oth, 
three days before President Johnson appointed a commission to investigate the 
assassination, IKE •./ORKER demanded: "President Johnson ... should act at once tc 
appoint ... an investigating commission headed by the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Cburt." 

The Reds are using this time of sorrow to create a hysterical national guilt 
complex. They are aided by naive people who call upon our citizens to flog them¬ 
selves for creating "an atmosphere of hate." Americans owe it to America and the 
memory of President Kennedy to strengthen their determination against history's 
most vicious, begoted hate organization — the Cbmmunist conspiracy.

WEEK OF TALKS 

Westerfield, 39, arrived In 
Denver Monday for a week of 
talks on the new campaign w itfi 
socieif rhembers and friends. 


He also will visit Greeley, Colo., 
and Cheyenne, Wyo. 

The goal of the drive, he 
said, is to "turn the war over 
to military people, take it out 
of the hands of the Edsel-mak- 
ers (a reference to Defense Sec 1 
retary Robert McNamara, a 
former Ford Motor Co. official) 
and win the war in Vietnam.” 

"The American people are 
fed up with that thing over 
thSre," Westerfield said, "n 

wejre going to fight if, left 
figftt it and get out. Let's stop 
feeding the people who are kill¬ 
ing Americans.” 

He said at least 80 per cent of 
North Vietnam’s war supplies 
come from Russia and its Euro¬ 
pean satellites.

Addrait of J. EDGAR HOOVER, Director, Federal Bureau of 
Inveiligatlon, at the National Contention of the American 
Legion in Lai Vagai, Nov., October 9th, 1962 


"AN AMERICAN'S 

CHALLENGE" 

At this critical hour in the life 
of our Republic, it is indeed a 
high honor lo serve as keynote 
speaker for this great national 
convention. It is a groat privilege 
to be thus honored by men and 
women who have demonstrated 
their patriotism and their courage 
in defending our beloved Nation. 

Today, the American Legion is 
more vigorous than ever in in- 
spring national loyally and pro¬ 
moting national preparedness 
You have never faltered in your 
dedication to, and promotion of, 
American ideals. 

In 1946, when I spoke to you 
at San Francisco, the world was 
just emerging from a long and 
devastating war — a war which 
claimed the lives of over four 
hundred thousand of our fellow 
countrymen. We looked hopefully 
for the end of hostilities and an 
era of peace — peace with dig¬ 
nity, peace with honor, peace with 
international trust and under¬ 
standing. 

We were aware, however, that 
a brand of tyranny and Fascism 
— Red Fascism — far more 
treacherous that that of Hitler 
and Mussolini, was emerging as a 
powerful threat on the inter¬ 


national scene. By 1957, when I 
was honored to speak at your 
Atlantic City convention, the 
virus of Communism had spread 
in epidemic proportions, infect¬ 
ing vast areas of Europe and Asia 
The stench of death from the 
brutal slaughter of Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters by Soviet 
hordes, paralelling the carnage 
of Genghis Khan, the Mongol con¬ 
queror of the thirteenth century, 
hung heavy in the world atmos¬ 
phere. 

Two years ago, in 1960, it was 
my duty to urgently warn your 
delegates at Miami that Commu¬ 
nism had gained already a stra¬ 
tegic beachhead In nearby Cuba; 
that Khrushchev, Mao Tsetung 
and Castro were dictators of the 
same order, driven by the samp 
atheistic urge to dominate men 
and nations. 

I referred also to the devas¬ 
tating encroachments of crime 
and corruption — avowed ene¬ 
mies of the very ideals upon 
which our Republic was founded. 
The poisonous effect of these ene¬ 
mies on the social, economic and 
political life of America is keenly 
felt. 

Today, we stand at the same 
crossroads and are faced with 
threats identical to those which 
confronted us sixteen years ago. 
These threats are accepted in 




some quarters as the normal cli¬ 
mate of life, to be met with ap¬ 
peasement or accommodation. The 
heavy inroads of international 
Communist aggression continue 
with a terrible ruthlessness. 

Peoples everywhere must be 
prepared today to stand up and 
be counted — either for or 
against freedom. 

We are an idealistic Nation — 
a Nation ruled by laws, not by 
men. Yet. each year shows new 
record peaks of crime and law¬ 
lessness. 

Nearly two hundred years ago, 
Edmund Burke warned: "The 
only thing necessary for the tri 
umph of evil is for good men to 
do nothing.” How meaningful 
these words are today 1 

We have failed to meet the 
postwar goats which America had 
established for herself because 
the "good men" to whom Burke 
referred — the forces for de¬ 
cency in our Country — have 
failed in many respects to live up 
to their duties and responsibili¬ 
ties. 

What has happened to the time- 
honored precepts of hard work 
and fair play which influenced 
the American scene during the 
all-important formative years of 
this great Republic’ Where is the 
faith in God which fortified us 
through our past trials’ Have nur 
national pride, our moral con¬ 
science, our sensitivity to filth 
and degradation, grown so weak 
that they no longer react to as¬ 
saults upon our proud heritage 
of freedom? 

Crime and subversion are for¬ 
midable problems in the United 
Slates today because, AND ONLY 
BECAUSE, there is a dangerous 
(law in our Nation’s moral armor 
Self-indulgence — the principle 
of pleasure before duty — is prac¬ 
ticed across the length and 


breadth nf the Land. It is under¬ 
mining those attributes of per¬ 
sonal responsibility and self-disci¬ 
pline which are essential to our 
national survival. It is creating 
citizens who reach maturity with 
a warped sense of values and an 
undeveloped conscience. 

Crimo is a parasite, feeding 
upon public disinterest and moral 
lethargy. This day, more than 
fifty-two hundred felonies — four 
serious crimes every minute — 
will be committed across the 
United Stales. They will include 
four hundred and thirty crimes 
of violence — murders, forcible 
rapes, and assaults to kill. At 
least two hundred and fifty rob¬ 
beries, ten an hour, will be re¬ 
corded. as will forty-five hun¬ 
dred burglaries, major larcenies 
and automobile thefU. 

Since 1946, our national crime 
totals have more than doubled. 
Over the past five years, since 
1957, these crimes have risen five 
times as fast as our growing pop¬ 
ulation 

Nowhere has this increase been 
more pronounced than among 
America's youth. Last year, per¬ 
sons under eighteen years of age 
were involved in forty-three per¬ 
cent of all arrests for serious 
crimes. They accounted for 
twenty-two percent of the rob¬ 
bery arrests, nearly one-half of 
the burglaries and larcenies, and 
well over half of Ihe automobile 
thefts throughout the United 
States. 

There is a moral breakdown 
among young people in the Unit¬ 
ed States. The crime rate is out¬ 
distancing the population in¬ 
crease; pornography is flourish 
mg; and there is a quest for 
status at the expense of morality. 

The heavy toll of crime, both 
juvenile and adult, is a direct 
product of self-indulgence and 


irresponsibility. There is a pat¬ 
tern of flight from responsibility 

It is utterly tragic that many 
otherwise intelligent people de¬ 
velop a blind spot with regard to 
the conduct of their own chil¬ 
dren. Until there comes about a 
greater degree of parental under¬ 
standing — real interest, affec¬ 
tion and concern — we will wit¬ 
ness a continued upsurge in ju¬ 
venile crime. 

There must be a moral re¬ 
awakening in every home of our 
Country. Disrespect for law and 
order is a tragic moral illness. 

As Benjamin Franklin said: 
"Nothing is of more importance 
for the public weal, than to . . . 
train . . . youth in wisdom and 
virtue. Wise amt good men are, 
in my opinion, the strength of a 
State; much more so than riches 
or arms. . . .” 

Our city streets are jungles of 
terror. The viciousness of the 
rapists, murderers and muggers 
who attack women and young 
girls seems to know no bounds. 
This senseless sadism can be 
stopped only by a concerted, re¬ 
alistic action on the part of ev¬ 
eryone connected with law en¬ 
forcement and our judicial proc¬ 
esses. We must adopt slider laws 
and a more stern policy toward 
these perverted individuals. 

Too oflrn, the interests of jus¬ 
tice and consideration for the 
welfare of Society are buried un¬ 
der an avalanche of court de¬ 
cisions which give violators of 
the law rights and privileges that 
destroy respect for the law and 
the public safely. 

Too often, technicalities have 
been permitted to exist in our 
penal codes which have been em¬ 
ployed solely and exclusively for 
the benefit of that small minority 
of lawyers criminal who use any 
tactic, no matter how unethical, 


to defeat the interests of justice 

More and more the judicial 
legal system of this Country i< 
being revised to benefit the crim 
inal — to the disadvantage of the 
innocent. More judges shoulc 
speak out against this legalizec 
perversion of justice. 

Too often, our parole board; 
are being influenced by imprac 
tical theorists — conference-room 
“experts" who are without ex 
pcrience in the arena of action 
against crime. 

Too often, a cloak of special 
privilege is thrown around the 
enemies of Society, vicious young 
muggers, robbers, rapists anil 
murderers, by poorly conceived 
and maladministcrcd programs 
intended to promote their rehabil 
Ration. 

Mercy tempers justice in the 
American judicial system, but le 
niency was never intended to be¬ 
come a weapon for repeating of 
fenders. Mercy can be hazardous 
and sympathy morbid when they 
arc wasted on those who expluil 
them. 

Responsibility for the wave oi 
lawlessness now sweeping the Na¬ 
tion and the continued existence 
of conditions in which crime and 
corruption flourish, rests directly 
with the American people, The 
public, by its submissive attitude 
and its lethargic acceptance of 
infractions of the law, has helped 
create an atmosphere conducive 
to the insidious growih of under¬ 
world activity. 

Crime is a community as well 
as a national problem. 11 will nol 
be abolished by ignoring it, Per¬ 
haps it is sometimes oversensa- 
tionalized; its gory details un¬ 
doubtedly are distasteful to many 
people. But if the public is to be 
aroused to lake needed action 
against what appears to be an 
epidemic of criminal activity, 
even sensationalism perhaps may 


be justified. 

We are paying dearly and in 
cold cash for these indulgences. 
Crime now costs the American 
people more than SflO million a 
day. But this figure docs not take 
into account the human factors - 
the personal grief, the broken 
homes, the physical and menial 
suffering. Nor can a price be 
placed on the loss of American 
prestige in the community of na¬ 
tions, or the eroding inilucncc 
upon our heritage, which are by¬ 
products of the continuing growth 
of underworld activity. 

Crime has a sinister partner in 
promoting the breakdown of our 
moral standards. This partner is 
international Communism an 
aggressive and atheistic force 
which today controls one-third of 
the world's population and une- 
fourlh of her land surface. The 
barbaric Communist empire now 
stretches from the Wall of Berlin 
to the China Sea, from Asia's 
Mekong River to the Escambray 
Mountains of Cuba. 

In our Country, this inter¬ 
national conspiracy is represent¬ 
ed by a bold and defiant Commu¬ 
nist Parly — fanatically dedi¬ 
cated to the destruction of our 
form of free government. 

The Communist Party, U. S. A., 
is an alien force, an agency of a 
foreign Power — the Soviet Rus¬ 
sian Government. Today, it is en¬ 
gaged in an intensive campaign 
to openly defy the law and de¬ 
stroy public confidence in our en 
lire system of justice. 

Throughout the past year, the 
Parly has deliberately and fla¬ 
grantly refused to comply with a 
U. S. Supreme Court ruling which 
requires it to register with the 
Attorney General as an agent of 
the Soviet Union. 

In furtherance of this campaign, 
front groups have been formed, 
propaganda leaflets circulated, 


agitational meetings held — all 
for the purpose of attacking 
American laws and undermining 
faith in our democratic institu¬ 
tions. We must be aware of these 
tactics to sabotage our basic her¬ 
itage of freedom. 

The Communists, their myriad 
fronls and collaborationists do 
not fade away. The Communist 
Party today may be smatler in 
the United States, but it is a hard¬ 
core group of fanatics operating 
a massive and impressive propa¬ 
ganda machine. The danger and 
wiles of Communism cannot be 
measured solely by shrunken rolls 
of actual Party membership in 
this Country. 

Communists continue with im¬ 
punity to breathe out hate, par¬ 
ticularly against the United 
States. 

There is not an avenue to the 
heart and mind of Americans 
that is not used to implant their 
false ideology. 

The Communists are experts in 
the practice of treachery and de¬ 
ceit. They have used this program 
of blatant defiance as an offensive 
weapon to rally the support of 
misguided, ill-informed anil naive 
individuals. 

Foremost among their targets 
have been America's young peo¬ 
ple, for the aim of Communism is 
world youth and the capture and 
corruption of that youth. 

We have but to look at the 
shameful riots in San Francisco 
in 1960 when college youth in 
that area, encouraged by Commu¬ 
nists, acted like common hood¬ 
lums in demonstrating against a 
committee of the U. S. Congress 
engaged in public business. 

We have but to look at the 
Communists' success in stim¬ 
ulating the interest and participa¬ 
tion of some of America's young 
people in the Communist-inspired 
and Communist-dominated World 


Youth Festival which was held at 
Helsinki last Summer. 

We have but to look at the 
Party’s campus-speech program 
which has seen Communist func¬ 
tionaries appear before student 
groups at colleges and universi¬ 
ties from New York lo California. 
On one campus alone, a crowd of 
nearly twelve thousand turned 
out to hear the Party's general 
secretary, ex-convict Gus Hall, de¬ 
clare that the Communist Parly, 
U. S. A„ is a legitimate political 
organization on the American 
scene and deny its subservience 
lo Moscow, from which it has 
been established that it actually 
receives orders and financial sup¬ 
port. 

The success of these and other 
programs which the Communists 
have directed against American 
young people can he measured by 
the enthusiasm of top Parly offi¬ 
cials who predicted several weeks 
ago that one thousand youths 
could be recruited as Party mem¬ 
bers before the end of the year. 

Colleges should bear in mind 
that Communist speakers are not 
bound by any obligation to tell 
the trulh. 

The fact is that the Party in 
this Country functions as a val¬ 
uable auxiliary of the Soviel-blnc 
espionage network' From their 
areas of influence, American Com¬ 
munists have produced a Julius 
Rosenberg, a Morton Sohcll, and 
others both willing and able lo 
betray vital secrets lo the Sovi»t 
Union. 

Today, there are nine hundred 
and twenty-five Soviet and satel¬ 
lite official personnel in the Unit¬ 
ed States. The vast majority of 
them represent a cunning and 
dangerous espionage threat. 

From the immunity of their 
diplomatic assignments, repre¬ 
sentatives of Communist-bloc na¬ 


tions have directed intelligence 
networks within the United 
Stales. From 1950 through 1960. 
twenly-one officials of the Soviet 
Union alone were declared per¬ 
sona non prpio or otherwise 
asked to leave the United States 
because of flagranti activities det¬ 
rimental tn this Country 

One Soviet detent br, a former 
intelligence officer, has estimated 
that between seventy and eighty 
percent of the Soviet officials in 
the United Slates have espionage 
assignments Years of personal 
experience qualify this man to 
speak with authority concerning 
the duplicity, the deception and 
the deceit which arc inherent in 
every phase of the international 
Communist conspiracy. 

During the last thirty years, 
the United Stales has participated 
in hundreds of meetings with (lie 
Communists — Teheran, Yalta, 
Potsdam, Panmunjom and Gene¬ 
va. These meetings led to many 
agreements, almost all of which 
have been broken by Soviet Rus¬ 
sia. 

We are AT WAR with this sin¬ 
ister conspiracy! EVERY Com¬ 
munist today must he considered 
an enemy, WHEREVER HE .MAY 
BE AT HOME Olt ABROAD' 

A "SOFT" APPROACH toward 
the menace of Communism can 
lead only lo national disaster! 

Much has been done by the 
Government's internal-security 
programs; by investigation, arrest 
and prosecution of Parly func¬ 
tionaries: and by widespread in¬ 
telligent public opposition to the 
Marxist philosophy lo thwart the 
Communist Party’s efforts in this 
Country. 

However, Communism remains 
an intense subversive threat. Our 
Nation's efforts to deal effectively 
with this menace aro not en¬ 
hanced by those of the extreme 




munlst label without intelligent 
analysis, or by those of the ex¬ 
treme Left who endeavor to mini¬ 
mize the real danger of Commu¬ 
nism. 

This latter group includes 
grossly irresponsible elements 
a shocking number of whom have 
depended, for their very exist¬ 
ence, upon tax-exempt funds. We 
have heard them shout ‘'senten¬ 
tious poppycock" at well-founded 
and documented warnings against 
the capacity of the Communists 
to pervert our thinking and de¬ 
stroy the spiritual supports which 
form the foundation of our free¬ 
dom. Inane statements such as 
these add nothing to the Amer¬ 
ican people's understanding of 
the true menace of Communism, 
at home and abroad. They are a 
rank disservice to the cause of 
freedom. 

I repeat, a “soft" attitude to¬ 
ward Communism can destroy us! 
We should unite as a people, 
around an intelligent, rational, 
sensible but VERY HARD atti¬ 
tude against Communism every¬ 
where. 

In the battle against Commu¬ 
nism. as in all previous encoun¬ 
ters with godless tyranny, the 
United States must win AND WE 
WILL WIN. Let Khrushchev, 
Castro and Mao Tse-tung recog¬ 
nize there is no force more pow¬ 
erful than the determination of 
a free and righteous people! 

Let us not forget that when¬ 
ever we have stood firm, Commu¬ 
nism has retreated. 

From the moment the Amer¬ 
ican Republic was conceived, our 
Country has achieved its proudest 
moments in the face of adversity. 
Valley Forge; Belleau Wood; 
Guadalcanal; Pusan, Korea — 
these are proud names in the 
Nation's history, places where our 
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heights to overcome deadly ene¬ 
mies CHALLENGE, NOT COM 
PROMISE — VICTORY, NOT DE¬ 
FEAT — these are words whirh 
have real meaning for true Amer¬ 
icans! 

We must assemble our strength 
— the moral strength endowed 
upon us by our Creator, the Au¬ 
thor of Liberty. We must reaffirm 
our determination - the God- 
inspired determination to protect 
our freedoms and safeguard our 
democratic hertiage at all costs. 

In the heat of an all-out strug¬ 
gle with an alien godless ideology, 
this Nation needs alt the prayers 
it can get. Prayer and devotion 
to our Creator are basic to Amer¬ 
ican strength and courage. 

There is a vast difference be 
tween Americanism and Commu¬ 
nism, One teaches morality; the 
other, expediency. One follows 
the Law of God; the other, no 
law. One is founded upon spirit¬ 
ual values; the other is complete 
secularism. One is characterized 
by deep religious conviction; the 
other, by ruthless, atheistic ma¬ 
terialism. The Communist World 
is a world of walls, searchlights, 
and guards — a prison for the 
heart, mind and soul. 

The United States is second to 
no nation in material wealth. 
From our free economy lias 
emerged a standard of living 
beyond the roach of any Com¬ 
munist-controlled people in the 
world. But, in luxury there is 
the danger of physical weakening 
and moral softness. Self-indul¬ 
gence can prove fatal. It can ac¬ 
complish from within what our 
most deadly enemies have been 
unable to do from without. 

We cannot defeat Communism 
with Socialism, nor with secular¬ 
ism, nor with pacifism, nor with 
appeasement or accommodation. 


MUNISM WITH TRUE AMER¬ 
ICANISM. 

The fight against crime and 
Communism can be won, and it 
will be won with, BUT ONLY 
WITH, the help of every decent 
American citizen. No individual 
in this great Land of ours should 
underestimate the importance of 
his or her role. 

Let us all work that there may 
be a rebirth of freedom under 
God in our Nation. 

As Astronaut John H. Glenn 
Jr. said: "Freedom, devotion to 
God and Country arc not things 
of the past. They will never be¬ 
come old-fashioned.’’ 

Every strong nation in history 
has lived by an ideal and has 
died when Us ideals were dis¬ 
sipated. We can be destroyed only 


ready, we shall neither be Dead 
nor Red! 

It is what a nation has in its 
heart, rather than what it has in 
its hand, that makes it strong.

Our hope is to make 
better Catholics, bettor Protestants, better 
Jews or hr*.ter Moslems -out of those who 
In long to the society Our never-ending con¬ 
cent is with morality, integrity, and purpose. 
Regard levs of the difference/-, between us in 
creed and dogma, we all believe that man Is 
endowed by u Divine Creator with an innate 
desire and conscious purpose to Improve boih 
his world and himself. We beileve that the 
direct on which constitutes improvement Is 
clearly visible and Identifiable throughout 
man s known history, and that this God- 
g.von upward reach In the heart of man is 
a -onipositc conscience to which we all must 
listen.

kEditnr's Note: With the national political and civil rights 
campaigns in full swing, there is much talk of grssps at¬ 
tempting to influence the political process by crusading 
methods some regard as extreme. The question of “extrem¬ 
ism” has been made a national political topic, without much 
attempt to define groups, sizes or techniques. The Denver 
Post assigned reporter Bob Wheariey to interview leaders 
and attend meetings of as many such groups of all political 
hues as he could discover operating more or less openly in 
Colorado. Wheariey has submitted a seven-article report, of 
which this is the fourth.)

I F there is such a thing as a typical American small town, 
it might well be Florence, Colo. 

Florence (1980 population, 2,821) is off the beaten path, 
a few miles south of Highway 50. in an oasis of tall cotton¬ 
woods and leafy elms. It is a quiet town, with older homes 
and relaxed ways, a town where the merchants on W. Main 
still smile and say thank you when they ring up a sale. 

There is not a great deal of money in Florence. Most of 
what there is comes from orchards and oil wells, from coal 
mines and from the cement plant at nearby Portland. 

It is summer now, and school Ls out.,On the edge of town 
boys wearing rolled-up jeans splash merrily in the shallows 
of the Arkansas River as it roils down out of the high coun¬ 
try to keep its destiny with the mighty Mississippi. 

But it is another kind of destiny that most deeply con¬ 
cern LeMoyne Browning who, until June, was one of Flor¬ 
ence's better-known citizens. 

Country Being Sold to Reds 


Browning believes his country is being sold out to com¬ 
munism, and he is trying to do something about it. 

His conviction places him squarely in the middle of a 


movement that over the past year has cut across the whole 
fabric of American life. Anif— because he is only human—it 
clinched his decision to s$n his business, the Hotel Florence,

Until be sold out in June, the goals of Browning’s cru*. 
siKniig' vuhservatism were quickly made clear to the most 
casual visitor to the Hotel Florence. 

In the front window of the hotel was a photograph of a 
group of African tribesmen — fierce creatures with spears 
and grass skirts, and with bones pierced through their noses. 
The caption; “Welcome U.N. Delegates.’’ 

In the lobby, you could settle back in a comfortable arm¬ 
chair and catch up on back issues of the National Review. 
There also was a bookrack featuring the Birch Society's pub¬ 
lication. American Opinion, plus such tracts as “Parents Are 
the Puppets of the P-TA“ and "What's Wrong with U.S. For¬ 
eign Policy,” On the bottom shelf was a stack of Goldwater 
bumper stickers 

Support Asked for Liberty Plan 

in the adjoining coffee shop, there was a sign urging sup¬ 
port for the Liberty Amendment, and placards proclaiming 
"Stand for Freedom."

Okia., director of 
the Christian Crusade and founder of Manitou Springs’ Anti¬ 
communist A’oulli University, spoke in Canon City last sum¬ 
mer "and there wasn't a line about it in the papers." 

More recently, according to Browning, the Florence 
School Board refused to allow use of a school aiidilorium for 
the showing of two of conservatism's favorite films, “Katan¬ 
ga—the Untold Story” and "An American Story." 

Browning says he also was doubled by the "internation¬

NO EVIDENCE 
Welch offers no shred of evi¬ 
dence — much less, proof — 
that such a Pavlovian cam¬ 
paign of confusion is being 
planned or enacted. He states it 
as a fact. He often does this 
sort of thing. Karl Marx, we 
would recall, first declared his 
all-embracing theory to be 
proved true by Us "inner co¬ 
herence," and (hen set out to 
gather evidence with which to 
convince the less inspired. 
When Welch gets the feel of a 
“grand design,” he is similarly 
above the need of proof. 

We suspect, quite simply, 
that Welch has found in Pavlov 
. a license to add to his list of 
' suspects a whole range of anti- 
Communists: Persons who, he 
has felt all along, could not be 
genuine because they do not 
stand at his end at the opinion- 
spectrum on domestic and fo¬ 
reign policy. 

J. Edgar Hoover, who deals 
with the actualities of the Com¬ 
munist threat and knows how 
herd these are to determine, 
hns repeatedly warned again!: 
tie dangers inherent In ami ■ 
tlur investigations. Thus, he 
has urged, "Do not circulate i 
rumors or draw conclusions 
from information coming to 
your attention. The data you 
possess may be incomplete or 
only partially accurate. ... It 
is just as Important to protect 
the innocent as to Identify our 
enemies. 

“Refrain from making pri¬ 
vate investigations. Report the 
information you have to the 
FBI araUaws-tfee checking of 
data to trained investigators.” 


At the founding session of tile 
John Birch Society Welch pre¬ 
sented himself, in fact, as a 
person endowed with a singular 
capacity to distinguish friend 
from enemy in the war against 
Communist conspirators. 

All in all, our duty constituted 
authorities, as portrayed by 
Welch, are exceedingly frail 
reeds to lean upon, In “The 
Blue Book," page 21, he even 
says that “all really effective 
exposure of . . . espionage 
rings and agents” has “now 
been stopped."

Report From the Dominican Republic 


Lt. Col. Montea Arache, commandant 
of the rebel forces in strife-torn San¬ 
to Domingo, is worth $100,000—dead or 
alive—to the military junta which 
seeks to crush his rebellion. 

On June 4-th, while mortar shells 
fell outside his heavilv-guarded, sand¬ 
bag-protected command headquarters, I 
watched him as he wept unashamedly, 
confessing that his soldiers had shot 
and killed Negro American GI*s in bat¬ 
tle. 

More Phan 40 $ of the approximate¬ 
ly 20,000 American troops occupying 
that tropical island are Negroes, a 
proportion which must be regarded as a 
calculated piece of strategy by the 
pentagon which sent them there. 

Arache told me: "When our mili¬ 
tary intelligence informed us how many 
Negro soldiers were among the American 
troops, we were led to believe that the 
Amerioana had come as neutralists to 
establish a peace zone, rather than as 
aggressors." The rebel chief, wearing 
a U. S. chamalon camouflage jungle 
suit, wiped his brow with a khaki hand¬ 
kerchief not much darker than his face. 
In America he would have been recogniz¬ 
ed as a Negro. "Then we learned," he 
continued, "that our black brothers 
from the U. S, had come to kill us. 
They were duped into fighting against 
our cause. Oppressed citizens at home, 
they became the tools against our 
Dominican people*s revolution. We had 
no choice but to kill them," 

Few of the GI's stationed in the 
Dominican Republic would recognize 
themselves as "tools of Yankee Impe¬ 
rialism." This is a propaganda phrase 
much overworked and too square to be 
contemplated seriously. 

But there is a vague discontent, 
an uncomfortable feeling of being an 
intruder, of somehow being guilty of a 


kind of a social faux pas which has » 
barrassed the family by overstay: 
your welcome or going to visit on a t 
when you were not invited or even < 
pectod. 

If the American GI had little 
thusiasra for Korea and less for V 
Nam, ho has an even greater sense 
reluctance in the Dominican Repubi 
which—especially in the case of 
Negro troops—is perhaps urroar&ile 
in American history.

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THE STRANG E_C A S E OF JO H N WARD

On March 12, 1964, John Ward, 56 , an Alton, Kansas, farmer and well-know 
dance composer, was sentenced to one year in a federal penitentiary and fl 
thousand dollars on three counts of income tax evasion. His trial, which ifts 
two days, was perhaps one of the strangest in Kansas judicial history. 

During the years 1937 through 1939, John Ward and his mother, Mrs. Net* 
X had been swindled out of over $10,000.00 by fraudulent oil and stock promote

In 1939 they were approached again, this time with a different offer 
ferent man. Ward was told that there v?as good reason to believe that thpr 
or his land and that they could find cut by merely running a test drill, 
could be arranged for a measly $1,000.00. Ward put up the money to get trw 
started. After waiting for a time, nothing materialised, and he became .i 
Ward called the oil promoter and told him to either get the drilling star- 
fund his money and, failing this, he would report it to the authorities, 
after this incident, Ward and his mother went to Kansas City to see the 
teller” again and find out what the hell was wrong. Gullible Mrs. Ward * 
persuaded that all would work out eventually, if only she would be patier 
in a couple more bucks. Rev. Laddie Perry also predicted that she woii 
vacation soon and that she would have a wonderful time meeting many new pec 
Ward, by this time, was beginning to entertain some doubts about Perry's 
powers.

Some time later Mrs. Ward was approached by some friends and asked to 
them to Texas for a winter vacation. Although she hadn’t planned the trip, 
John Ward's patience was growing thinner every day. He wrote a letter 
promoter, telling him that unless he got immediate action he would have 
file a complaint with the T T . S. District Attorney as soon as she ret 
McAllen, Texas. 

It was shortly after that letter had been sent that the most bizarre 
the case occurred. A few weeks Defore Mrs. Ward was scheduled to return h< 
one left a gas valve on in a room adjoining hers. She was nearly asphyxxe 
slept. Two weeks later, just as she was to come back to Alton, she was h&l 
placed in a McAllen hospital. She died within 72 hours. According to 1 
"the Osborne County Farmer , dated March 7, 1940, "The exact cause of her d< 
known and up to the time of her sudden illness she had been in the best 
apparently. She was attacked by an internal hemmorage, from what cause 
known." 
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After the initial shock of losing his mother, with whom he had been very 
wore off, John Ward decided to take some action. Although the evidenc.o, not 
which is presented here, was largely circumstantial, /ard felt that there was 
to suspect that foul play was involved in his mother's sudden demise. The i' 
that convinced him of this occurred after he had attempted to warn one of 
Laddie Perry's potential suckers about what he was getting into—and it also 
cost him his life. As soon as Ward found what Ferry was up to, he called 
fellow that had been propositioned and tipped him off. When Ward drove ho: 
evening he hoped that, having foiled Perry's latest plot, ho would hear no 
him. Within less than an hour after he drove into h s driveway, a car passe', 
shot echoed through the yard. 

Perhaps the most tragic aspect of the whole Ward ca.se is the laxness ; 
"don't-give-a-damn" attitude of the authorities. At the time, Ward appealed 
the Kansas Bureau of Investigation and the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
no avail. The K3I promised to look into the matter hut never showed up. B« 
KBI and the F3I claimed that Ward had no case against the swindlers. 

When John Ward was tried for income tax evasion in 1964, he freely admit 1 , 
he had, in fact, purposely avoided paying his taxes as a .form of proto'-* 
tactic to make the United States government listen to him. During lie 

trial he said: 

"I don't think there is much doubt but what they (the government^ i'V 
been neglectful in providing lays that protects yen and I from : vnrtdl r 
I don't think anybody can dpny that." "I say to you if 1 ~ ar 1 1 ret 
FBI and the KBI to protect me and you then something is areadf’ i]y ■.■ro"".

What is the significance of the John Ward case and what might it meat 
Americans?

Recently, a British psychiatrist — who because of tho British Medica 
Associations strict laws against anything resembling advertising acke 
that his name be withheld — said, "I do not believe that death can b 
accurately predicted by a fortune teller, but r am certain that ,v 
irresponsible forecast can set off reactions which can make it cone trim. 
This statement came after a woman died one week after her 43rd birth- 
day. Her death on that date had been predicted 3^ years earlier wher 
she was only 5 years old. Doctors could determine no reasonable caust 
for her death. 


And what of John Ward's future after he is released from prison? Of cour 
/has to earn a living and he will probably return to his thousand-plus acre fa 
/that purpose. But he has pledged himself to exposing fortune tellers, whereve 
/are, as long as he lives. During his trial, and ever since he has been distri 
f the following statement: 


"To all: I believe all fortune tellers are frauds and are unable to ac¬ 
curately foretell the future. I believe that in order for fortune tellers 
to be consistently accurate, they must have "rigged setups" or '.cork with 
people who supply them with ordinary or inside information. I challenge 
any fortune teller in the United States to prove his or her ability to ac¬ 
curately predict the future before me. T reserve the right to ask the 
questions in order to avoid "rigged setups."

/CONCERN has been ex- 
pressed over invitations 
sent to many individuals, 
clubs and schools in our com¬ 
munity from a group called 
“Tbe Denver Comimttee to 
Improve Radji. 
arirtbttfiQng a day-long "con¬ 
servative civil rights sem¬ 
inar” on March 19. 

In view of the misleading 
nature of the invitation, which 
includes a fund raising gim¬ 
mick, we want to emphasize 
that this seminar is in no 
way sponsored or supported 
by anytegitimate dvil rights 
organistjjpns or related to any 
program activity or commit¬ 
tee with which they cooperate. 

On the contrary, the sem¬ 
inar has flow been exposed in 
both The Denver Post and 
Rocky Mountain News as a 
creature of the John Birch 
Society and its insidious cam¬ 
paign against the dvil rights 
movement. 

The true purposes of the 
John Birch Society’s all-out 
attack on the dvil rights 
movement have become evi¬ 
dent: 

—It is a convenient Instru¬ 
ment for exploiting whatever 
white backlash exists in the 
nation as the result of the 
Negro thntst for equality. 

—TW propaganda cam¬ 
paign Is*r logical preliminary 
to Welch’s plans for a Birch

The letterhead of the Denver 
Committee to Improve Racial 
Relations contains side-by-side 
profiles of a white man and a 
Negro. Kennedy, asked how the 
committee intends to “improve 
racial relations” in Denver, 
answered: 

“By telling about the Com¬ 
munist ittSwssttfi^into the civil 
rights movement.” 


The invitation to participate 
in the March 19 seminar issued 
>y the committee said in part: 

“No doubt you have noticed 
that there is a great deal of 
confusion and consequent con¬ 
troversy in our city about the 
matter of ‘civil rights.’ Most 
everyone has something to say 
about this issue but how many 
of us know the whole story?” 

All the executive committee 
members contacted by The Post 
and Kennedy said they had no 
direct Information about civil 
rights controversy “in our 
city."

He stated that it appears that 
this publication contains Cuban Communist propaganda and that 
he is calling it to the attention of this office in the 
event the FBI has not previously heard of the publication

_An Academic No Man's Land^ 


uJ DENVER Post article about a Jeffer- 
¥\ son County school “system” run by a 
r clergyman of John Birch persuasion 
calls attention to a gap in the education laws 
of Colorado. It is too easy to establish and 
operate a school in this state. 

We are not complaining because Pastor Tom 
Moore, head of the Lakewood Christian Schools, 
is a minister, or even because he is a dedi¬ 
cated Bircher. We are somewhat concerned, 
though, about the general quality of the edu¬ 
cation in this sort of school, which appears to 
be operating in an academic no man’s land. 

Pastor Moore’s authority to run a school is 
simply a corporate registration with the secre¬ 
tary of state. On the basis of the minister’s 
own statements, only two of his eight teachers 
would apparently be eligible for certification 
as teachers in public schools. 

Of course an academic degree from an ac¬ 
credited college is no guarantee of a teach, 
er’s ability. Some people who lack degrees 
are highly qualified to teach certain subjects. 
But in the case of the Baptist minister's 
school system — and perhaps a good many 
others — no responsible public official has 
any way of knowing the teachers are quali¬ 
fied. 

As reported Sunday in The Post, nobody in 
a positios^^pablic responsibility has taken 
the trouble to find out. 

The State Education Department considers 
this to be the responsibility of the local dis¬ 
trict. Jefferson County schoolmen consider the 
state ljas primary responsibility. So nobody 
does anything. 

We guspectlthis is the rule, not the excep¬ 
tion, inTohjrSfo. 

The state sets standards for public school

teachers and raises them from time to tirik. 
But the law does not — at least clearly ^ 
apply these standards to teachers in private 
schools. Their only statutory requirement, it 
seems, is to take an oath of allegiance to the 
U.S. and Colorado Constitutions and to teach 
respect for law, order and the flag. 

The School Attendance Law of 1963 does re¬ 
quire that unless children go to public schools 
they must attend “an independent or parochial 
school which provides a basic academic edu¬ 
cation comparable to that provided by the 
public schools .. 

T HIS law is enforced, but apparently only 
as a truancy law. If a child is not in 
school, he gets in trouble. But if he is en¬ 
rolled in some school — ANY school — that 
is enough. No one investigates the “basic aca¬ 
demic education” he gets. 

It Is always diffic ult, of CQ urse, to apply 
public standards to private and parochial 
schools. The state end the school district 
should avoid meddling with private and re¬ 
ligious education. 

Yet it seems a state that pays so much 
attention to educational standards for public 
school pupils ought at least-to provide some 
minimum guidelines for private teachers, most 
of whom, in long-established schools and school 
systems, could easily meet state requirements 
anyway. 

Other states do this. We are told, for exam¬ 
ple, that California, Oregon and Washington 
all have some form of mandatory certification 
for private teachers. While it is a sensitive 
area, it is perhaps time for Getesd^to be 
more attentive to this gap In Its education laws.

SEMINAR SPONSORED BY DENVER COMMITTEE 
TO IMPROVE RACIAL RELATIONS, GEORGE 
WASHINGTON HIGH SCHOOL, DENVER, 
C OLORADO, MARCH 19, 1966 _ 


"Denver Post," Denver daily newspaper issue of March 20, 
1966, in an article captioned "Denver Box Office Flop - 200 At 
Birch Civil Rights Road Show" advised that sponsors of a John 
BLrch Society "Conservative Civil Rights Seminar" heated up a 
Red branding iron for the civil rights movement Saturday in 
Denver, but apparently lost money on the effort. 

The article continued "The road show of professional 
right wing speakers - whose theme is Communist domination of 
the movement for Negro rights - attracted a sparse crowd of 
about 200 in the 1,500-seat George Washington High School 
auditorium. 

"At $5 per admission, the all-day Denver meeting 
obviously fell far short of the $2,000 guarantee demanded by 
Robert Welch, the Birch Society founder, for a local visit by 
the Conservative Civil Rights Seminar team. 

"Spokesmen for the Denver Committee to Improve 
Racial Relations - tie front group set up to sponsor the seminar 
said at the close of the day they were unsure how close col¬ 
lections came to meeting the $2,000 guarantee. 

"Letters soliciting support for the seminar suggested 
those attending would hear about Denver area civil rights 
strife. But the only Denver references were of the "glad- 
to-be-in-your-fair-city" variety. 

"Undismayed by the rows of empty seats, the four 
seminar speakers, three of them Negroes, plowed through 
their prepared speeches on Communist penetration of the civil 
rights movement. 
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
